Kennedy hos courage, and 
his head is screwed on the 
right way. 

LL this makes a good 

start to a new term, a 
new team, and a new year. 
But President Kennedy has 
yet to prove himself -— and 
he will be tested and tried 
enough before long. He 
and hia lieutenants will 
make mistakes. But they 
will not be errors springing: 
from tired brains and | 
hardening arteries. Much 
as we “liked Ike” we must 
admit that his second term } 
—particularly in its closing: 
atages—wus dull and weary. 

Now we look for ideas and 
inspiration from a Govern- ! 
ment who ‘have history on 
their side. Mr Kennedy's 
first year as President is 
the centenary of the out- 
break of the American Civil 
War, It was in April 1861 
that the guns at Fort 
Sumter heralded what was, 
up to then, the most ter- 
rible war in history. As a 
result of it a million Ameri- 
cans died. But a nation 
had been forged in the fires, 

HE coming commemora- 

tions will have a tremen- 
dous impact upon — the 
Amerienn people. How 
could it) be  otherwise— 
especially when they reeall 
the immortal deeds and 
words of Abraham Lincoln? 
Without him, without that 
war, they could never have 
become what they, are today, 
As Dean Rusk, the new 
Secretary of State, says: 
“The U.S. is not a raft 
tossed by winds and waves 
over which it has no con- 
trol... what it does or docs 
not do makes a. grent deal 
of differenee to man in this 
epoch.” 

This is true. Older countries, 
like Britain, hnve the ex- 
perience, but the U.S., in 
1961,-has the power. This 
we learned Inst year when ; 
the careful diplomncy of 
Mr Macmillan was ruined 
by American bungling and 
Russinn anger. Now Mr 
Khrushchev, in a cordial 
New Year message to Mr 
Kennedy, says he is willing 
to forget the U-2 incident, 
which wrecked the Summit.

But this is, at any 
rate, a step forward rather 
than backward, and a pro- 
mise instead of n threat.
